toward the Cuban people expressed by Soviet comrades this evening, f.- t::<- 
shouts cf "Long live Cuba 1 ." and the thunderous applause of Soviet vomers 
vhc paid tribute here to our fatherland, 

Vorkevs of the Soviet Union, all tfciF cake3 us meditate, makes us tr ink 
deeply . We mentally return to those tragic times of the subjugation o. 
our country to U.S. imperialism. We asked ourselves then: '-/ho ^ cv ^ 
Cuba? Who, at so many miles distant from our island could ssoat Long 
live Cuba" or could raise his arms to acclaim and applaud our people? 
And this is logical and understandable, cc^srades and friends. Colonies 
are not acclaimed, slaves are not applauded. 

But vhen Cuba achieved its independence and sovereisot/, when Cuba nc 
longer was a colony, when our people were abla to &'C^ain 9 at the price 
of sacrifices and much honest blood, their fireedooa and lull enjoyment 
of citizenship, Cuba also conquered a place of honor in the worid-^ an- 
among all the* peoples of the world our nation also h&s a place cf honor. 

And ve remembered, in these moving moments, -bo~J our country, $0 m_.*os^ 
a'.,-ay from the shores of U.S. imperialism, suffered its first imperialist 
blockade, a blockade and siege cf ignorance, a blockade of starvation ^ 
and poverty, a blockade of exploitation and cruel oppression, a aloc.^ac/- 
v;;iek meant castration of our sovereignty and our independence. But cur 
people, on 1 January 1959. broke this blockade, and our nation opened up 
wonderful horizons. 'ih« <"w-stiir/ cf our nation for the first time seeded 
to be bright, steady, and secure. 
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It Is true that tee United States ha* broken diploaatic relations 
with us. It is true that, tacetber with. U.S. i-aperlRlis-n, accomplices 
in America and elsewhere in the world hare also given (proof?) of 
hostility to our fatherland. But if ic also very true, comrades and 
friends, that Cub* had definitely conquered the heait and the 
affection of all tJhe peoples of our Hispanic America, the love and 
affection of all the peoples who love progress aud freedon in 
the world. 

But what is even core important, Cuba has acquired the ooot absolute 
and full solidarity with all the nasbers of the powerful socialist 
camp, and at the head of tl/s camp, which already victorious in the 
world, Cuba has the solidarity and support of the invincible Soviet 
Union. (Applause) 

Die support and solidarity of the Soviet Union and the nations of 
the socialist canp are no nare or less-t-Ctiban comrades, especially, 
please understand this well— than the correct interpretation of the 
formidable Leninist principle of proletarian inte mat ion alls n. 
(Applause) It is the fraternal eabrace, theoretically and practically, 
cf ell the workers and peasants of the world. It is the fraternal and 
sincere embrace of Soviet workers and peasants and Cuban workers 
end peasants. 

Our island today is surrounded by steel, a real curtain cf hostility. 
But who can doubt that~this blockade of today, like the previous * 
blockades, will also be overcoae by Cuba with its heroic slogan cf 
"Fatherland or Death!" (Applause) 

Cuba is a peaceful nation, and like all the peoples of the world 
ours are pe ac*e loving . Cuba works for peace. Cuba greets the Soviet 
people ^nd their leaders in their great efforts to preserve peace. 
But Cuba wants it known and makes it clear with all revolutionary 
aetereLnation before the world, that we will never accept a peace 
involving violation of sotae of the basic rights of the nation. We 
want peace with full sovereignty, with absolute dignity. This is 
fully explained in the five historic points of Cotsmnde.r Fidel Castro, 
cur leader and guide (applause) who exactly defined, uo imperialism 
ana the world, what true guarantees of nonaggresslon against 
our nation, offered lyy Kennedy, should be.
